LONDON, Aprii 3 (UP) — Russia's second 
Ukrainian army has plunged 12 miles into Ru- 
mania and cut the railroad north of lasi, while 
the first army, in a month-longr offensive, has 
killed or captured 208,260 German troops and 
routed 13 nazi infantry divisions, Moscow an- 
nounced tonight.

No one needs to be reminded that Ihe na- 
tion's present revenue laws ;ire a mess. Still 
siillerlng Irom a mental lianB-ovcr nllcr

The more congresH and the treasury de- 
purtmenL talk nboiiL slmplUyltig the whole 
bunglesomc process, the more complicated 11 
all becomes. 

Ill this connection. M. T, Dcaton ot Poca- 
Icllo, president of the Idaho Society of Cerll- 
ricd Public Accountants, has a good bueec^- 
tlon. 

"Tax reform ts of Interest to millions of 
Americans," he points out, "and the nccount- 
iiiR profession Is taking the lead In .irglnn 
ctirigrcsslonul action in the .slmpliricatlon of 
revenue laws. The American hiatltute of Ac- 
countants Is urging congress to establish as 
soon as po.sslbia a nnailf led non-partisan 
commission composed ot members ol con- 
gre.s.s, representatives of the treasury depart- 
ment, and Independent lawyers, accountants 
and economists to write a simple revenue law 
which will express a permanent and consist- 
ent policy of federal taxation." 

Two bills providing for the establishment 
of svich a non-partisan commission have been 
Introduced In congresa recently, one by Rcp' 
lesentatlve Carlson of Kansas, tho other by 
Representative Forand of Rhode Island. 

"Congress at the moment la absorbed wlt^ 
the Immediate problem of simplifying the 
Individual Income tax," says Deaton. "After 
this Job Is finished, the fate of the proposed 
non-partisan commission to undertake com^ 
plete cevlslon of the tax system depends prl^ 
marlly on the public support for the Idea. It 
Is necessary that large numbers of taxpayers 
express a desire for such a commission If It 
Is to become n reality. Mere amendment of 
tho law will not surrice. A complete overhaul- 
ing Is necessary, 

"Taxpayers should consider It their per- 
sonal responsibility to write their congress- 
men and senators urging them to support the 
Carlson or Forand resolutions. I earnestly be- 
lieve this merits the support of every taxpay- 
er. Quick action Is highly desirable."

MORE THOUGHTS ON TAXES 

How that the Ides of March are past It may 
seem like reopening old wounds to bring up 
the matter of taxes. But the tussle with Form 
1040ES fa Just around the comer, and tho 
last few days have brought enough sur- 
prises (most of them pleasant) to make tho 
painful subject timely once again. So shud- 
der and turn aside If you will— here goes. 

First of all there Is proof, In the proposed 
new simplifying law, that 50 million taxpay- 
ers can't bo ignored. This year Form 1040 
visited almost every American home. New 
—multitudes had a llrst taste of searching thelr- 
brains arid receipted bills for deductions, and 
puzzling over the choice ot aomathlng or 
something else (whichever la larger). 

A great cry went up throughout the land. 
Congress heard, and heeded. For 30 years the 
Income tax regulations had been growing In- 
creasingly ctsmfilex. But In two months' time, 
the house ways and means committee lias 
cleared away considerable confusion. Probab- 
ly the Job could have been done even more 
quickly, for the basic principles of the tax 
law have not been changed. Many inequities 
remain. But If tna pill Is still bitter, the 
'sugar-coating Is thicker. At least the privi- 
lege ot doing It the easy way Is now extended 
to persons making up to S5000 a year. 

An interesting tax sidelight U provided by 
a recent Gallup poll, which found that 65 per 
cent of those questioned favored a sates tax 
over higher Income taxes. Laat May a almllar; 
poll found only 42 per cent lor a sales tax. 
Perhaps the subsequent shock of the March 
15 payoff may have changed their minds. 

Plenty of people In Washington have found 
plenty of reasons against a soles tax. Pressure 
groups of one sort and another have helped 
them In. the search. But the fact remains 
that. If Dr. Oallup's qulzzeni are aa accurate 
as usual, the majority considers the sales tax 
a preferable way of combatting inflationary 
spending, and of putting the war more nearly 
op a pay-as-you-so. basis. ,
